A strong under-current was perceptible at 
the time and the young girl was caught by it 
and carried beyond her depth before she was 
barely aware of her danger.She called for aid, 
but went down before her father could reach 
her. A search was made of the watér along 
the shore by the Evanstoti Life-Saving crew, 
but up until a late hour last night the body 
Rad not been reeovered. ° 

Mr. Dunshee, with his daughter and young 
son, went to the beach for a swim shortly 
after supper. They had been in the water 
for some time when his daughter Zilfa was 
caught by the undercurrent and swept out. 
When he heard the girl’s cry Mr. Dunshee 
started to swim toward her, but she had dis- 
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If Doolan is one of the men the chances 
of capture are slight. Doolan is regarded as 
one of the most cunning scoundrels who ever 
pulled a trigger. He knows the Western 
country thoroughly, and his previous capt- 
ure was through accident and the treachery 
of a pal. He already has cost the govern- 
ment several thousand dollars, and was 
awaiting trial when he broke jail. 

The three passengers in the stage with Mrs.

When Thomas Lavender occupied a seat 
in the Chicago Opera-House last night with- 
out removing his hat he called down upon 
himself the wrath of the two policemen on 
duty there. He was requested to remove his 
hat, but he declined because a woman sat 
in front of him with a hat of -the cart- 
whéel style on her head and obscured his 
view of the stage. 

Lavender could not see why he did not 
have as much right to wear his hat as the 
woman, because he had paid the same price 
of admission. 

This argument did not convince the police- 
men, and they started to eject the man.

Just before shooting himself the thief 
dropped the umbrella which he had stolen, 
and one of the boys picked it up. The man 
shot himself while very near Lawn- 
dale avenue and Twelfth street. The bullet 
had struck him in the right cheek and efi- 
tered his brain. He evidently died instantly 
as he was not breathing when his pursuers 
reached his side. An ambulance was called 
and the body was removed to the county 
morgue.

FIGHTS FLAMES AND MAN TO A FINISH 


Explosion of a Gasoline Stove Causes a 
Lively Mix-Up of Greek, Police- 
man, and a Peanut Stand. 


Pedestrians at Dearborn and Jackson 
streets witnessed a rather remarkable strug- 
gie at 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon between 
a police officer and a citizen whose clothes 
were in flames. 2 

Gedrge Chikniscos conducts a peanut stand 
on the corner, and was the victim. of a gaso- 
line stove explosion. His clothing was ig- 
nited, and the frightened Greek ran into the 
street, with the flames biazing above his 
head. 

Policeman J. R. Cooney of the Central 
Detail Police Station followed him, and at- 
tempted to extinguish the flames. He seized 
Chikniscos, but the latter struggled to re- 
lease himself, and it took all the policeman’s 
strength to overpower him. He threw him 


Doheney scoffed at the idea and replied 
that he had no brother... He turned to rejoin 
his companions, and it was necessary to use 
force to get him out of the saloon. When he 
was brought face to fate with his brother in 
the parlors of the hotel and was made to 
know that the kinsman who he thought 
was dead stood before him he collapsed and 
wept like a woman.

For awhile those on the car did not seem 
to realize their peril, but the exhiliration 
of the dash down the mountain side turned 
to terror as they realized that the car was 
beyond the control of the motorman, and 
a three-mile run was before them. 

As it dashed across a trestle over a rav:ne 
fifty feet deep women and children screamed, 
and several tried to leap to what would have 
been certain death, but the men clung to the 
sides of the flying car and held them back. 

The motorman tried to reverse, but the 
trolley slipped the wire and he was power- 
less. He stuck bravely to his post, however, 
and called to the passengers to hold on for 
their lives as the car neared a sharp.curve 
two miles and a half from the mountain top. 
The next instant there was a crash as the 
car bounded from the rails and turned over. 
The people were piled on top of one another 
and jammed in the mass of wreckage. 

Many persons who had seen the car tear- 
ing down the mountain hurried to the rescue, 
and the bruised and maimed passengers were 
removed to their homes.

LEADERS CONVINCED IT IS SEAT OF 
ANTI-POPOCRATIC FIGHT.

Henry C. Payne and Dr. T. N. Jamieson 
Agree as to Place of Attack and the 
Methods to Be Employed—People in 
Agricultural Districts Give the 
Most Trouble—They Are, However, 
Anxious for Information and -Will- 
ing to Be Convinced, 


Henry C. Payne agrees with Dr, T. N. 
Jamieson that the hard fight of this cam- 
paign will have to be made, in Michigan, 
Indiana, lllinois, Nebraska, and other West- 
ern States. 

While briefly discussing the situation, as 
it now appears, Mr. Payne said there was no 
disguising the fact that a strong feeling of 
uncertainty prevails among-the farmers as 
to which side of the money question they 
should take. 

“The laboring people and business-men 
generally are for the most part advocates 
of sound eurrency,”’ continued Mr. Payne. 
‘The greatest trouble we have to contend 
with is found in the agricultural districts. 
Throughout all the territory west of Ohio 
there is unquestionably a_ strong silver 
sentiment among the farmers. Itissostrong 
in some places that we must get right down 
to business and make a school-house cam- 
paign. 

“IT cannot believe that a great many of the 
stanch Republicans will consent to over- 
throw every principle they have supported 
all their lives for the sake of free coinaze. 
But there is such’ unrest among them that, 
if something is not done to convince them 
that their best interests will be subserved 
by maintenance of the present gold standard, 
Il fear we may lose a great many votes. 

“ They seem to be halting between duty 
and self-interest. When it comes down to 
duty no good Republican can refuse to sup- 
port the platform and nominees of 
his party. When convinced that it 
will be against his interests to 
take any other course then there will be 
no question about the result. We have goi 
to do the convincing and in order to reach the 
country voters it is necessary to carry the 
canvass right down to the cross roads and 
into the school-house. 


to Argument. 

“That is what the National committee 
proposes to do. A feature of the condition 
most favorable to .us is the fact that the 
farmers have not made up their minds. 
They are open to argument. As a general 
thing they are quick to understand and ap- 
preciate facts. We have been and are now 
carrying on the preliminary education to a 
ten times greater extent than was ever be- 
fore attempted in any campaign.

While Mr. Payne and.Dr. Jamieson un- 
doubtedly. possess inside information, at the 
Same time every one of the large number of 
visitors who throng the National headquar- 
ters these days brings in reports of the most 
encouraging character. For instance, James 
R. Burton of Kansas, who was there yester- 
day, said this regarding the situation out in 
his State: 

** We feel greatly encouraged. Things are 
looking.much better than they did just afte: 
the Chicago convention. I am entirely safe 
in saying that the loss of Republicans on ac- 
count of free silver will be much less than 
the gains from sound money Democrats and 
sound money Populists. 

“We shall carry the State, not only for 
the national but for the State and Congres- 
sional ticket. 1 am satisfied every one of 
the Republican candidates for Congress will 
be elected. The Republicans of Kansas 
were never as determined as they are now. 
Some of them favor the doctrine of free coin- 
age, but they are not willing to trust the 
Popocrats in power. 

‘They Know that under Republican rule 
we had good times and that under the Demo- 
cratic administration we have had hard 
times. 1 want to say the silver defection is 
not among laboring men and farmers so 
much as it is among statesmen(?) in the 
villages and towns who are out of a job ana 
who do not want one.” 


Think Kansas Is Safe, 


Robert E. Heizer, also of Kansas, said 
the only thing needed by the thinking peo- 
ple was for them to get a thorough under- 
standing of the free silver fallacy. Some 
of the Republicans in Kansas felt aggrieved 
at first because they did not get what they 
wanted, but are coming around toa sensible 
view of the situation now. 

“I see no reason,’ he continued, “ why 
we should not carry the State for McKinley. 
The party is well organized and will make a 
winning fight.” 

H. Clay Evans and Newell Sanders, Chair- 
man of the State committee in Tennessee, 
were among the callers yesterday. Mr. 
Evans said everywhere he had made 
speeches the voters gave greater applause 
to his tariff arguments than they did to the 
money Mr. Sanders had this to say 
about Tennessee: 

‘The Republicans are nearly all in line 
for McKinley arfé sound money. A few ex- 
ceptions might be found in what we call the 
‘boom towns,’ where a good many people 
located a few years back and are stranded. 
There is also a little of it in the grain-grow- 
ing region, but silver does not seem te affeot 
the cotton planters. The silver agitation 
has been’: going on in my State for over a 
year, or ever sinee Isham G. Harris held his 
convention in Memphis. The sound money 
side of the question, therefore, has not been 
discussed. 

‘Yes, there is a strong gold element among 
the Democrats and a large percentage of 
them will vote for McKinley. They are 
particularly strong in Nashville and Mem- 
phis. The Populists and Popocrats have 
not been able to agree upon fusion. The 
Populists have nominated a State ticket and 
full set of Electors. They drew the line on 
Mr. Sewall. The colored voters, and they 
number 80,000, are solid for the Republican 
ticket.”’ 

As to the prospects of Tennessee giving 
its Electoral vote to McKinley and Hobart, 
Mr. Sanders said that if the National com-

Warren of Wyoming called 
to order a large: supply of literature for his 
State. Hesays that Wyoming cattle-raisers 
are nearly all in favor of sound money; 
that there Is a strong bimetallic séntiment 
out there which is affecting the Republicans 
who went off to the free silver extreme, and 
that it is bringing them back into the fold 
again. The Senator is sanguine of the suc- 
eess of the McKinley and Hobart ticket In

Local aids-de-camp have been appointed 
for the assistance and convenience of visit- 
ors, one aid being assigned to each State 
department. These aids will meet the de- 
partments on arrival and be at their service 
till the close of the encampment. If De- 
partment Commanders will wire to General 
Secretary J. S. Penney the hour of their ar- 
rival they will be met at the depot by their 
department aid. 

The placing of cots and mattresses in the 
schoolhouses for use of veterans was com- 
menced today. Fifteen buildings: will be 
supplied now. 

Gen. Mason's order excluding carriages 
from the grand parade has been waived so 
far as Department Commander William 
Shakespeare of Michigan is concerned, as 


that veteran’s wounds will not allow him to 


walk or ride on horseback, and he expects to 
be ir. the parade. 

The children’s chorus of 2,000 voices, which 
has been trained to extend greeting to the 
veterans, will be heard at a’érand concert at 
the big auditorium next Saturday night.

CHICAGO DEATH LIST ON THE WANE. 
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Report of the Health Department 
Shows That the Grim Reaper Is 
Claiming Fewer Victims. 

The number of deaths reported to the 
Health Department for the week ending last 
Saturday was 416. The deaths for the week 
before that were 607, or a daily average of 
sixty last week, as against 100 the week be- 
fore. The marked reductions were in cholera 
infantum, 52 from 106; intestinal diseases, 
6l from S9:; and sunstroke, 6from48. Deaths 
of infants fell from 230 to 131, children be- 
tween the ages of 1 and 5 years from 101 to 
72, and of those persons over 60 years from 
M4 to 30. There was an increase in the num- 
ber of deaths from chronic diseases, and this, 
Assistant Health Commissioner Reilly said, 
is to be attributed to the after effects of 

the recent hot weather.

JOHN R. .TANNER TALKS TO OLD 
FRIENDS AND NEIGHBORS, 


—_—_— 


Wayne County Turns Out to Greet the 
Republican Candidate at Fairfielg 
—Over Fifteen Thousand People 
Gather and Every One a Warm Per. 
sonal Friend of Tanner—He Makesga 
Short Address, Asking Altgeld Jus¢ 
One Pertinent Question, 


Fairfield, 1ll., Aug. 24.—[Special.]—~Wayng 
County had the biggest political rally in its 
history today. The occasion was a visit by 
John R. Tanner. When Capt. Tanner came 
in this morning he found more than 2,0 
people at the depot, and they began making 
a noise, and a loud one, the moment the 
tall figure of the Republican candidate ap. 
peared on the depot platform. 

This has been reputed to be a free silver 
county down here, where the word “ golg 
is only whispered, but the local Republicans 
evidently are not afraid of the color of the 
metal whose use they are advocating as a 
monetary standard. The uniform of the 
Marching club was white, with gold trim. 
mings, and every man in the crowd wore 
a yellow ribbon in his button-hole, a yellow 
hat on his head, or sported a yellow neck. 
tie. 

The people began to come to town early 
in the morning. Delegations came from 
Johnsonville, Mount Erie, Wayne City, and 
the Western part of the county, each bring- 
ing a band. Crowds came from Arrington 


. and Cisne, each with a-glee club, composed 


*of pretty girls. Clay City, up in Clay Coun. 
ty, Capt. Tanner’s home, sent down a big 
following with a negro quartet, and besides 
these there were people from all #ver the 
surrounding country. A conservative estj- 
mate places the crowd at 15,000. 

Many farmers came in on horseback, So 
many of these horsemen were there in town 
that when the procession was formed in 
the morning, J.. Wesley Taylor, the Chief 
Marshal, gathered them together and had x 
cavalry brigade of 800 men. Besides all this 
there was a- bicycle corps of seventy-five 
members, some of them girls. 


Those Who Know Him Hest, 


After breakfast Capt. Tanner held an un. 
interrupted reception all the morning. This 
is Capt. Tanner’s home country. He was 
raised thirty miles north of here, and in this 
neighborhood he has spent the greater part 
of his life. The people here know him 
thoroughly. They have known him asa boy 
and a man, have watched every step he has 
taken in his career, and are proud of him. 
There is no use telling these neighbors of 
his any stories to his discredit. They sim. 
ply answer: " « 

‘* We know him and know al! about him, 
and there is no better mamin Dlinois today 
than John R. Tanner.” 

Their greeting of him today was that more 
of personal friends and neighbors than of 
political adherents of a political leader. They 
came:in to shake him by the hand, wish 
him good luck, and tell him how much they 
wanted to see him elected. 

One would think the _ personal fortures 
of every man in Fairfield today were bound 
up in the election of the Republican candi- 
date for Governor this fall. 

While the reception was going on-in the ho- 
tel a procession with about 2,000 in line pa- 
raded the town. 

At 1 o'clock a crowd went out to the 
grounds where the speaking was to take 
place. Capt. Tanner was introduced to the 
assembled thousands by G. M. Davis, a 
farmer of Henry township. Mr. Davis pre- 
luded his introduction by stating that Capt. 


Tanner had notecome there to make a set» 


speech, but simply to meet the people. ‘Then 
there were loud cheers for the candidate, 
cheers which were many times and long re- 
peated, and finally when Capt. Tanner got 
a chance to get a word in edgewise he spoke 
as foliows: 


Tanner Talks to the People. 


“Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
Fellow-Citizens of Southern Illinois: As, 
after listening to my introduction, you are 
expecting no speech from me, I shall certain- 
ly not disappoint you. I came here because 
I thought perhaps some of my old friends 
might want to see me, and because I wanted 
to see and meet with the good citizens of 
Warne and adjoining counties. We have 
before us today great-questions of national 
importance, which I will not attempt to dis- 
cuss for even a word. We have with us here 
today a gentlemam whom you all know, a 
gentleman whois not a stranger to the people 
of any State in the Union, who will address 
you. However, I will say just one word in 
relation to State questions. 

‘‘ There are several parties in Illinois, but, 
as it happens just now, I must make this 
race against the candidate who its the re- 
sult of a job lot. My opponent has the nom- 
ination of the Popocrats and the Populists 
of this State, and I suppose if there are 
more freak'conventions he will receive the 
indorsement of all the others. My opponent 
and his partisan friends and newspapers 
go before the people of this State in this 
campaign, asthey say, upon State issues, and 
claim the suffrage of the people of this State 
on the grounds that Gov. Altgeld, the candl- 
date of the Popocrats; has given Illinois 
a sound, economic, business administration, 
I shall only ask one pertinent question for 
Gov. Altgeld, his employés, and friends to 
answer, and then I am done. 


Altgweld’s Extravagant Administration 


‘Under the last preceding Republican ad- 
ministration, while honest Joe Fifer was 
Governor of Illinois, we maintained that he 
ran a business administration, so I propose 
to compare in a word the administration of 
Fifér on the score of economy with that of 
Altgeld. 

** The appropriations for revenue purposes 
under Gov. Altgeld during his four years of 
administration were $2,075,000 greater than 
the appropriations under Gov. Fifer. The 
receipts from all sources under Gov. Alt- 
geld, estimating the receipts of the next three 
months by those of the three corresponding 
months of last year, will have been $2,375, 
greater than the ieceipts under Joe Fifer. 
In addition to that, when Gov. Altgeld be- 
came Governor of Illinois, the Democratic 
party having carried Illinois for the first 
time in thirty veers and elected a whole 
State ticket and having control of both 
branches of the General Assembly by a large 
majority, he fourd in your State Treasury 
in cash in round numbers $3,000,000. There 
has been collected by taxation and from 
other sources ten or eleven millions.

Your State ir.sti- 
tutions for the first time in thirty-six years 
have been living from hand to mouth, _ 
rowing money from the local banks, and 
not finding the credit of Illinois under this 
administration sufficient to obtain money 
enough to run their government they went 
over to St. Louis, in an adjoining State, and 
borrowed $80,000. During this administra- 
tion I say that in addition to the expenditure 
of all this money that they have borrow 
hundred of thousands of dollars from ! 
banks and paid as high as 6 or 7 per cent in- 
terest. Now if Gov. Altgeld’s administra- 
tion is a business administration a pertinent 
inquiry which I make is, What kind of bus!- 
ness are you’doing?”’ 

When Capt. Tanner had finished and the 
cheering was done Col. Clark E. Carr of 
Gelesburg, ex-Minister to Denmark, was in- 
troduced as the main speaker of the day- 
Col. Carr confined himself largely to the 
financial question, and dealt with it ex 
haustively, and judging from the appiause 
with which all of his points were received his 
argument had the favor of his audience. 
Lo Tanner left for Chicago this evening, 
and will be there tomorrow morning.

Knox County Farmers ' Come. 

It was nearly 1 o’clock when a party of 
Seven carloads of Knox County farmers 
reached Canton by special Pennsylvania 
train. They had the Centerburg, O., Cornet 
band with them, and no more enthusiastic 
delegation has reached Canton than they. 
They marched the mile from the station 
to the McKinley home in good form. 

A local farmer headed the parade witha 
load of new-mown hay. They were asturdy 
lcoking set of men, and cheer after cheer 
went up as their Chairman appeared on the 
Stoop with Maj. McKinley. H. D. Critch- 
field of Mount Vernon, a son of a Knox Coun- 
ty farmer, made a neat presentation. Mej. 
McKinley’s response was interrupted re- 
peatedly with applause. 

Mr. McKinley spoke as follows: 

** Mr. Critchfield and My Fellow-Citizens: 

“it gives me very great pleasure to meet 
and greet the citizens of Knox County, in 
the City of Canton, and at my own home. 
I am glad to welcome my old comrades of 
the Grand Army, my fellow-citizens who are 
engaged in agricultural industries, and my 
fellow-citizens of all occupations, who are 
here assembled this morning. Your meet- 
ing demonstrates that you have a keen in- 
terest in the public questions which’are now 
engaging the people of the United States 
and that you want this year, as you always 
have wanted in the past, to vote for those 
principles and those policies which will 
achieve the greatest good and the highest 
welfare to the country. 

‘“‘IT am glad especially to meet the farmers 
of Knox County; for the farmers of. the 
United States’ are the most-conservative 
force in our citizenship and in our civiliza- 
tion [applause], a force that always has 
stood for good government, for country, for 
liberty, and for honesty. [Great applause.] 
Whatever the farmer is suffering today is 
because his competitors have increased in 
numbers and because bis best customers are 
out of work. [Applause and cries of ‘** You 
are right.’’], 

‘**T do not know that we can decrease the 
number of your competitors, but with a true 
American protective policy we can set your 
best customers to work. [Tremendous cheer- 
ing.) We have suffered in our foreign trade 
and we have suffered in our domestic trade. 
The farmers have suffered in their export 
trade, and they have likewise suffered in 
their market in the home market. 


Compares the Imports. 


* Under the Republican tariff law of 1890 
we imported in 1893 over 111,000,000 pounds 
of wool, valued at over $13,000,000. In 1895, 
under the Democratic law, we imported 
248,000,000 pounds of wool, valued at $33,- 
770,000. Nearly $20,000,000 worth more of 
wool was imported under the Democratic 
tariff law than under the Republican tariff 
law in 189. The imports of woolen goods 
in 1894 amounted to $16,809,000 and in 1895 
to $57,494,000. From ,the reports of the 
Treasury Department at Washington we 
find that there were 47,273,000 sheep in the 
United States in 1892, valued at $125,909,000. 
On the ist of January,. 1806, there were 
38,298,000 sheep in the United States, valued 
at $65,000,000—a decrease of 9,000,000 in the 
number of sheep and of $60,000,000 In value; 
$2,200,000 worth more of shoddy was im- 
ported under the Democratic tariff law than 
under‘the Republican tariff law. In woolen 
goods the difference is more than $50,000,000 
in favor of the forelgn manufacturer and 
against the domestic producer. 

** The total loss in these three items to the 
American wool grower and the wage earners 
in American woolen factories is more than 
$62,000,000. Is it any wonder that sheep 
husbandry is no longer profitable? 

‘**So with other agricultural products. 
During the last seventeen months of the 
Republican tariff law there were inrported 
in this country 140,000 tons of hay; and dur- 


- {ng the first seventeen months of the Demo- 


cratic law there were imported 388,000 tons. 
The Wilson law gave the foreign producers 
a market for 233,000 tons more than they had 
enjoyed in the last eighteen months under 
the Republican tariff law. This loss ex- 
ceeds $2,000,000. 

“The total wheat, rye, barley, oats, and 
corn crops for 1890 amounted to 3,556,900,000 
bushels. The total of this product exported 
Was 182,364,000 bushels, or a little less than 
4 per cent of the total product annually, and 
more than 96 per cent was consumed at 
home. The great bulk was consumed by 
your own fellow-citizens—your own natural 
consumers and customers, In 1891-’2 we 
exported $1,420,000,000 worth of agricultural 
products. In 1895-’6, the first two years un- 
der the Democratic tariff law, we exported 
$1,124,000,000 worth. We exported, there- 
fore, $319,000,000 worth less in the two years 
under the Democratic tariff law than in the 
two years under the Republican tariff law. 
Depression in agriculture has always fol- 
lowed low tariff legislation. It was so after 
the tariff of 1846, and it has been so under the 
tariff of 1894. 

President Fillmore’s Message. 

“On Dec. 2, 1851, President Fillmore, in 
his message to Congress of that date, affirm- 
ing the condition of the country and espe- 
cially the effect of the tariff legislation upon 
the interests of the American farmer, said: 

‘‘* The value of our exports of breadstuffs 
and provisions, which it was supposed the 
incentive of a low tariff and large importa- 
tion from abroad would have greatly aug- 
mented, has fallen from $68,701,000 in 1847 
to $26,051,000 in 1850 and to $21,348,000 in 
1851, with a strong probability, amounting 
almost to.a certainty, of a still further re- 
duction in the current year. The aggregate 
values of rice exported during the last fiscal 
year as compared with the previous year also 
exhibit a decrease amounting to $460,000, 
which with a decline in the values of the ex- 
ports of tobacco for the same period make 
an aggregate decrease in these two articles 
of $1,156,000,’ 

‘‘The policy which dictated a low rate of 
duties on foreign merchandise, {t was 
thought by those who promoted and estab- 
lished it, would tend to benefit.the farming 
population of this country by increasing the 
demand and raising the price of agricultural 
products in foreign markets. The foregoing 
facts, however, show incontestably that no 
such result has followed the adoption of this 


, in his message a year later, he 
said: 

‘‘* The prosperity and wealth of every na- 
tion must depend on its productive industry. 
The farmer is stimulated to exertion by find- 
ing a ready market for his surplus products 
and benefits by being able to exchange them 
without loss of time or expense of trans- 
portation for the manufactures which his 
comfort or convenience requires. This is 
always done to the best advantage where a 
portion of the community in which he lives 
is engaged in other pursutits.’ 


President Buchanan’s Views. 


‘‘Mr. Buchanan, in his message to the 
Thirty-fifth Congress, speaking on the same 
subject, said: 

‘** In the midst of unsurpassed plenty in 
all the productions and in all the elements 
of national wealth we find our manufactures 
suspended, our public works retarded, our 
private enterprises of different kinds 
abandoned, and thousands of useful laborers 
‘thrown out of employment and reduced to 
want. The revenue of the government, 
which is chiefly derived from duties on im- 
ports from abroad, has been greatly re- 
duced, while the appropriations made by 
Congress at its session for the current 
fiscal year are very large in amount.’ 

“This is a description of the condition 
of the country under the low tariff law of 
1846, and no better description could be 
written of the condition of the country under 
the tariff law of 1894. [Applause.] Can the 
farmer be helped by free coinage of silver? 
[Cries of *‘ No, no, no.”’"] No, forever, no, my 
fellow-citizens. [Cries of ** Hurrah for Mc- 
Kinley.”] He cannot be helped, because if 
the nominal price of grain were to rise 
through an inflation of tHe currency the 
price of everything else would rise also, and 
the farmer would be relatively no better off 
than he was before. [Cries of “ That’s 
right, Major.’’] o 

‘‘He would not get any more real value 
for his grain than he gets now and would 
suffer from the general demoralization which 
would follow the free coinage of silver. 
You cannot help the farmer by more 
coinage of silver; he can be helped 
only by more consumers. for his 
products. You cannot: help him by free 
trade, but, as I have shown, he can be hurt 
and seriously hurt by the free introduction 
of competing products into this country. 
Better a thousand times enlarge the markets 
for American products than to enlarge the 
mints for the silver product of the world. 


| 


(Tremendous cheering and cries of ‘* You are 
right.’’} 

“You might just as well understand now 
that you cannot add value to anything by 


‘diminishing the measure of the value with 


which the thing is sold or exchanged. [Great 
cheering and cries of ‘“* Hurrah for McKin- 
ley.”"] If you can increase the value, by 
lowering the measure of valve and you 
want to benefit the farmer, then make the 
bushel smaller, the pound lighter, and de- 
clare a legal dozen less than twelve. [Great 
laughter. } 

“The home market is the best friend of 
the farmer. It is his best market. It is his 
only reliable market. It is his own natural 
market. He should be protected in its en- 
joyment by wise tariff legislation, and this 
home market should not be permitted to be 
destroyed by lessening the demand for 
American labor and diminishing the pay of 
American workmen, and thereby diminish- 
ing the demand for agricultural products. 
[Applause. ] 

Diversify the Products. 

“The sugar industry should be cultivated 
and encouraged in the United States. 
Diversify the products of agriculture and 
thus you will have additional employment 
for your land. The only way to help the 
farmer is to increase the demand for his 
farm products., This can be done by pre- 
serving a home market to him and by 
extending our market, which we did in 
192, '93, "94, under the reciprocity provisions 
of the tariff law of 1890. (Great cheering.] 

“The best consumers for the American 
farmers are those at home. They 
consume eighteen times as much of 
the products of the American farm 
as the foreign consumer. Their earning 
power has been cut off in the last two years, 
so that it makes our home market less de- 
sirable. Prosperity of manufactures is in- 


‘separable from the prosperity of agricul- 


ture. Set all our wheels in motion, set adj 
our spindles whirling, set all our men at 
work on full time, start up the idle work- 
shops’ of the country, bring back confi- 
dence and business, and the farmer will at 
once feel the influence in the greater de- 
mand for his products and in the better 
prices he would receive. [Gréat applause 
and cries of *‘ You areright.’’]) He wants to 
be protected by wise tariff legislation from 
the competition of the other side and then 
he wants the minesiand mills and factories 
of his own country humming with busy in- 
dustry, employing well-paid workmen who 
can buy and consume his products. 
‘‘When he has consumers he wants his 


pay for what he sells in such unquestioned 


coin that he will know it is good not only 
today, but will be-certain to be good every 
day of the year and tn all countries of the 
world. [Long and enthusiastic applause. ] 


Silver Is No Cure. 


“Free silver will not cure overproduction 
nor underconsumption. [Laughter.] Fres 
silver will not remove the competition of 
Russia, India, and the Argentine Republic. 
This competition would remain if you would 
coin all the silver of the world. Free silver 
will not increase the demand for your wheat 
nor (make a single new consumer. 

“You don’t get consumers through the 

mints. [Great laughter and eries of “** No, 
no.”’"] You get them through the factories 
{Cries of ** That's riglit.’’"] You will not get 
them by increasing the circulation of money 
in the United States. You will get them by 
increasing the manufacturing establish- 
ments of the United States. [Tremendous 
cheering and cries of *‘ Hurrah for McKin- 
ley.”’ 
‘“** Plant the factory by.the farm,’ said 
Jackson, and that is as wise now and as 
applicable now as when the hero of New 
Orleans‘said it years ago. The best thing 
now is for the farmer to havea factory for 
his neighbor. [Laughter and applause.] It 
would be better to have a factory alongside 
of you than to have another farm alongside 
of you. [Laughter and cries of * Yes.’’] I 
have no fear of the farmer—the most con- 
servative, the most considerate, and >the 
most sturdy of our splendid civilization. 
They are not easily misled. They have no 
aim in politics but an honest one. 

‘In 1892, when free trade was the battle 
cry of'our opponents, it was said then that 
the farmers would follow this heresy, butlit 
was not so. It was the cities which followed 
the free trade heresy {nthe country. [Cries 
of *‘ That's right.’’}] The country voted for 
protection, while the great cities did not. 
So this vear they will vote against free trade 
and free silver; they will vote for a home 
market and for a dollar as good as gold in 
every mart and market ofthe world. [Great 
cheering. | 

‘‘T thank you, my fellow-citizens, for this 
call. It is a great compliment to have had 
‘you travel this long distance to bring to me 
messages of good will and congratulations. 
Old Knox County in every contest in which 
Il have been engaged has been firmly and 
unfalteringly my friend; and it will give m- 
sincere pleasure to meet you all personally.” 
[Long and continued applause. ] 


LITERATURE DEMAND INCREASES. 


Chairman Babcock Finds It Impossible 
to Fill the Orders. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 24.—[Special.]— 
‘We are sending out on an average of 400,- 
000 documents a day now,” said Chairman 
Babcock of the Republican Congressional 
committee, ‘“ but the older the campaign 
grows the more amazing is the demand for 
literature. There has never been a cam- 
paign in the history of the country to com- 
pare with it. Despite the big quantity of 
literature and the force we have employed 
we are unable to supply the demand. This 
letter will give an idea of the situation.” 

The letter was from the State committee 
of a large State and it was almost an im- 
perative demand for political documents. It 
contained a complaint that the committee 
had been unable to get what it had sent for 
and what it needed. The demand was for 
200,000 copies of ‘‘ Three Evenings on ‘Sil- 
ver,’”’ and 50,000 more of McCleary’s speech, 
and 100,000 of Secretary Carlisle’s speech to 
the workingmen of Chicago. Shipments are 
entirely to State committees and Congres- 
sional candidates. Few small orders are 
filled, as the committee has no time to at- 
tend to them. It is barely able to keep up 
with the enormous demand for large quan- 
tities. 

The attention of Chairman Babcock was 
called to the difficulties of contractors in 
bidding on river and harbor work. 

‘*Contractors do not khow how to bid 
on work,’’ was his reply, ‘‘ and contractors 
won't undertake to build a railroad now or 
to do anything involving them in an,obli- 
gation to do work when they see the possi- 
bility of Bryan’s election. The only way 
they could bid would be on the assumption 
that McKinley would be elected, when they 
would have an assurance that the money 
paid them would have an honest purchasing 
power. If they are to be paid money that 
will require double the amount to get the 
work done it would bankrupt them. Busi- 
ness is badly crippled and will continue 
to be until McKinley is elected in November. 
Every one recognizes that if Bryan should 
be elected we will have very hard times be- 
fore. us.’’

McKinley and Hobart Club Organized 
with a Hundred Members. 
Toluca, Ill., Aug. 24.—]Special.J—The Re- 
publicans of Toluca met at Breen’s Hall 
tonight and organized the Toluca McKinley 
club, with 100 members to start.

Garrett, Ind., Aug. 24.—[Special.J—Under 
the auspices of the McKinley and Hobart

L. Griffiths addressed an audience of 2,500 
people from the Ross House veranda on the 
financial issues of the day and the causes 
of the present widespread depression in busi- 
ness attributable to free trade policies of 
the present administration.

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PLAN OF CLUB LEADERS. 


REPUBLICAN NATIONAL LEAGUE DEL- 
EGATES GATHER AT MILWAUKEE. 


There Is a Determination to Enlarge 
the Scope and Power of the Organ- 
ization and Make It if Possible the 
Strong Arm of the National Com- 
mittee—New Candidates for the 
Presidency Enter the Contest with 
Gen. _McAlpin and C. U. Gordon, 


Milwaukee, Wis., Aug. 24.—[Special.]—On 
the eve of the national convention of the 
League of Republican Clubs there are con- 
siderably less than 1,000 delegates and 
visitors present and there iz no reason to 
believe that in attendance it will equal the 
Cleveland convention of 189. Milwaukee 
hoped for a much larger crowd than is now 
expected. 

Failure to secure speakers of national rep- 
utation is held responsible for the disap- 
pointment of hopes. The chief interest in 
the convention hinges on the election of the 
President of the league. Something more 
than personal ambition seems to be involved

on the ground was held at 2:30 o’clock. It 
adjourned until 9:30 a. m. tomorrow.

,McAlpin made a speech, in which he said 


while he was not and never had been a candi- 
date for reélection, he thanked his friends 
for their interest.

Col. A. T. Bliss of Saginaw, whom Mayor 
Bingree defeated for the Gubernatorial nom- 
ination in Michigan, is the present Treas- 
urer. He may decline a renomination. No 
one else is mentioned for the place.

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in the contest. The Western leaguers are 
not satisfied with the position the organiza- 
tion now holds in nationasa politics. They 
think it ought to be the right arm of tne 
Republican National committee, and assert 
that its mission {is to help secure the elec- 
tion of the national ticket. At present they 
reluctantly concede the National League is 
rather an ornamental body. The league 
clubs are acknowledged to be an important 
factor in local party organization, but the 
national body seems to be confronted with 
the question: ‘‘ Has it a valid reason for 
existence?’ 

In 18095 the prospect of an attempt being 
made to indorse some candidate or policy 
caused the convention to be largely attended 
by friends of various candidates and mem- 
bers of the party who desired to prevent ac- 
tion of this kind.

Active, willing workers 
are also to be selected as Executive commit- 
teemen, and the President will divide the 
Executive committee into three sections, 
with control over the three headquarters

to be established in Chicago, New York, and 
Denver, each section to have,a Vice-Chalir- 
man in charge, the President to be Chairman 
ex-officio. Speakers specially adapted to 
address the young Republican element are, 
under this plan, to be placed in the field, 
especially in the enemy’s own-country West 
of the Missouri River. This campaign will 
be one of organization, and the enthusiasm 
will end with mammoth league rallies in 
many cities. 

Between the league and the National com- 
mittee no friction is anticipated. In fact, 
it is hinted that Chairman Hanna approves 
a plan of this kind. To make this plan a 
success an organizer will be needed as Presi- 
dent. The friends of Charles U. Gordon of 
Chicago point to his record as a business, 
club, and party man as proof that he will 
be able to make the national league an 
efficient aid to the National committee inthe 
States where the battle will be hottest. 
They say he would devote his entire time 
until Nov. 4 tothe campaign work. Another 
argument used in his favor is the one-term 
idea. It is understood he would, if elected, 
not allow himself to be placed in nomination 
a second time. 

His most formidable opponent, Gen. Edwin 
N. McAlpin, has not yet finally consented to 
make the race. His friends demand his re- 
election on the grotind of precedent, assert- 
ing that he deserves the indorsement of a 
second term. * 

McAlpin’s Friends Are Insistent. 


Congressman D. D. Woodmansee of Ohio 
is apparently not making an active canvass. 
John L. Webster of Omaha is another whose 
friends are urging him to stand for Presi- 
dent. It is understood he would accept in 
case neither Gen. McAlpin nor Mr. Gordon 
secures the honor. 

The surprise of the day is the announce- 
ment of he candidacy of F. R. Conaway of 
Des Moines, President of the lowa League.

Platt Passively Submits. . 


Platt’s declaration that “ under no circume 
stances would he accept the nomination ” 
appears to be ignored, and he seems to have 
passively allowed his lieutenants to con- 
tinue the development of his boom. The ex- 
Senator’s son, Frank Plt, arrived here this 
afternoon with a message to Platt from Mrs. 
Platt counseling and insisting .upon her 
husband not to accept the nomination, but 
at a late hour tonight it was intimated that 
her insistence was not conveyed in words 
sufficiently imperative to compel. him ‘to de- 
cline if nominated, as he undoubtedly will be.

* ‘Two years ago Grand Rapids gave Gov. 
Rich a plurality of 3,107, and the county 
rolled up a Republican plurality of o, 780, SO 
‘that under ordinary conditions the Repub- 
‘cans would feel confident. The silver 
propaganda, however, was early in the field 
and until the St. Louis convention had things

History Repeats Itself. 

Now, however, history is beginning to re- 
peat itse]f. In 1878, when the greenback 
craze took possession of the country, things 
“were much worse. Then Zach Chandler 
took the field, insisted on a square fight for 
honest money, and won hands down. Re- 
publicans hereabouts are now repeating this 
experience. When they began to~count 
noses immediately after McKinley’s nomina- 
tion they were staggered at the extent of the 
sflver movement¢ On investigation, how- 


-_ ever, they found that the people were talking 


silver beeause they had not heard the other 
pide. The Republicans and goid Democrats 
promptly met the issue, until now it seems 
’ more than evident that the tide is turning. 
Competent political observers now say that 
at the present rate of progress McKinley will 
carry the State by from 20,000 to 60,000 ma- 
jority. It is freeiy aamitted on all side#that 
had the election been held a month ago the 
result might have been different. Here in 
Grand Rapids and Kent County, and in fact 
through all of the Fifth Congressional Dis- 
trict, hard money literature is being sent 
out in large quantities and stump speakers 
are at. work allover the county. 


Tear Off Bryan Buttons. 


The free silver agitators are no longer 
having things their own way. In the great 
furniture factories and on the farms there 
is a manifest change of sentiment, and re- 
ports have been brought here by reliable 
persons of men ina recent meeting addressed 
by Republican speakers who tore off their 
Bryan buttons and threw them in the street.

They moved to 
New Lisbon, O., and thence to Niles, O., 
where Mr. McKinley worked as a heater in 
the big iron mills of his brother, William 
ee father of the Republican candi-

Just forty years ago on the day of his 
death the deceased and his family moved to 
Indianapolis, settling in thiscounty. Previ- 
ously he had entered the ministry, and was

TWO TALKS BY BRYAN. 


SPEECHES DELIVERED DURING YES- 
TERDAY’S BRIEF JOURNEY, 


Candidate for the Presidency Tells 


Citizens of Kingston, N. Y., He Can- 
not Overcome His Desire to Make a 
Speech Whenever He Sees a Crowd 
Assembled—Letter of Acceptance Is 
Finished, but Is Not to Be Made Pub- 
lic Until the Return to Nebraska. 


Kingston, N. Y., Aug. 24.—Mr. and Mrs. 
Bryan were brought over the Hudson from 
Khinecliffe to Kingston Point this after- 
noon on a tug. Three or four hundred per- 
sons were at the landing. Mr. and Mrs. 
Bryan are to spend the night as guests of 
Maj. Hinkley, Chairman of the State Dem- 
ocratic committee. : 

Mr. Bryan addressed the citizens from the 
rear platform ofacar. He said: 

‘I do not care to make any speech, al- 
though I never see people gathered together 
without wanting to make aspeech. 1 have 
at heart the best interests of the American 
people. I believe in platforms, platforms 


to get In on and to stand on when you get 


in. I believe the money question is the 
paramount issue of this campaign. I want 
you to study the question, and when you 
study remember that there are some people 
who firmly belHeve in a gold standard. 
[Voice in the crowd: “ That is good.’’] If 
you believe in bimetallism you ought to be- 
lieve in it to the extent that you 
will vote with those who want to 
bring it about. No ~° political party 
has ever declared fora gold standard. The 
man who advocates a gold standard in this 
country is a man without a party. And a 
man who thinks the gold standard is a bad 
thing, but that this Nation must suffer 
under it until some other nation comes to 
our relief, willbe a man without a party 
after thig election. If Il ami anything ofa 
prophet’ we must make politics a business 
this year. A man who has a small business 
is as much interested in it as a man who has 
a large business. It is all you have, and 
you have as much right to protect your 
small interests as any other man has to pro- 
tect his large interests. But I must close, 
for if | talk much longer I will have made 
a speech.” ~*~ 

The train then moved on toward Kingston 
Union Depot, four miles away. Aft this point 
the West Shore train had just brought a 
crowd of passengers who were waiting to be 
transferred to this train. In addition sev- 
eral hundred people had assembled to greet 
the Bryan party. - 

On reaching their destination at Big 
Indian a large crowd was found waiting the 
arrival of the party and it was with difli- 
culty that Mr. Bryan and his wife were es- 
corted to the carriage which was waiting 
to convey them up the Big Indian Valley. 
He was forced to speak a few words from the 
piazza of a boarding-house nearby, saying 
that he was surprised, though much grat- 
ified, that so many had been attracted by 
curiosity and interest.

BRYAN A CONSISTENT GREENBACKER 
Advocates Irredeemabie Paper Money 
on, the Floor of Congress. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 24.—[Special.]— 
One of the most characteristic speeches 
made by Candidate Bryan during his career 
in Congress was delivered by him on June 
5, 1894. Mr. Bryan used *‘ Money” for his 
text, and ran the gamut of all the financial 
heresies from the Subtreasury scheme to 
irredeemable paper money. It was in this 
speech that he declared ‘‘a platform can 
only bind those who run uponit.” The re- 
peal of the State bank tax was under consid- 
eration, and he said among other things: 

* President Cleveland is of course pledged 
to the repeal of the tax because he accepted 
the nomination upon the National Demo- 
cratic platform. Those also are pledged to 
repeal whose nominating conventions in- 
derse fhe national platform, and those are 
perhaps bound also who ran as Democrats 
Without especially repudiating that part 
of the national platform.” 

In this speech Mr. Bryan declared: 

‘**An. increase in the volume of the cur- 
rency will decréase the value of the dollar 
as measured by other kinds of property, and 
a decrease in’ the volume of currency will 
cause an increase.in the purchasing power 
of the dollar. To illustrate this point, let 
us suppose a sudden discovery of a quantity 
of gold and silver equal to the present vol- 
ume of metallic money. Every. one under- 
stands that if the newly-discovered coin 
could be added to the circulation and the vol- 
ume doulded the value of each dollar would 
fall, as shown by its purchasing flower. 

Advocates Hepudiation of Debts. 

‘ People often say: ‘ What if the amount of 
money is increased? I must have something 
to exchange for it before I can obtain it.’ ”’ 

Mr. Bryan’s answer to this conundrum is 
highly interesting. Headmitted that is true, 
but declared that the amount of money 
which a person can obtain for what he hasto 
sell depends upon the amount in circulation. 

“It may make a great diNYerence to the 
man who sells wheat whether he receives 50 
cents for it or one dollar, if he has a debt to 
pay.’’ 

Here Mr. Bryan put the proposition in a 
nutshell. He proposed to double the man’s 
money by a process of reducing the value of 
the dollar and to have him pay his debts in 
the depreciated coin. It was this and similar 
propositions of a Populistic tendency which 
made Mr. Bryan at the time very unpopular 
with the Democrats who were not prepared 
to take so advanced a stepin dishonor. Mr. 
Bryan declared that there was no such a 
thing as an honest dollar. He said: “ The 
great thing desired is a stable currency, that 
is, a dollar the purchasing power of which 
remains the same through long periods of 
time. ,The nations of the world will rise up 
and call him blessed who can devise an hon- 
est dollar—a dollar unchangeable in its pur- 
chasing power.”’ 

‘Many dwell upon the term 
value,’ ’’ said Mr. Bryan, “as if that gave 
metallic money superiority over paper 
money, forgetting that a large part of the 
value of gold and silver is conferred upon 
these metals by the legislation which makes 
them money.” ¢ 
Reiterates the Greenback Arguments. 

Mr. Bryan then plunged into the theory of 
irredeemable paper money. 

“An irredeemable paper currency,” said 
he, “ properly limited, will affect the volume 
of the currency, and therefore prices, to the 
Same extent as a like addition of metallic 
money. That a government can ij&sue and 


‘intrinsle 


maintain an irredeemable paper currency, ' 


when strictly limited in volume, is not open 
to controversy.”’ 

Mr. Bryan fn this speech elaborated on the 
beauties of this system. 

rts If it is just,’ said he, “to extend this 
special privilege to the national banker whé 
holds government bonds and to the State 
banker who holds State and municipal bonds, 
why is it not just to extend it to those who 
hold real and personal property? The differ- 
ence between loaning on bonds and loaning 
on property is not a difference in principle, 
but a difference in character of security.”’ 

Mr. Bryan's plan of putting greenbacks 
into circulation was in the following lan- 
guage: 

“ The money can be used to pay the ex- 
penses of the government as the greenbacks 
now in circulation were issued to pay the 
expenses of the war. If Congress decides 
to increase the currency a certain amount 
annually, say, for illustration, fifty millions 
a year, it can reduce the tax levy to that ex- 
ten and the people will receive the benefit of 
the issue which they would otherwise pay. 
I have introduced a bill which provides for 
the issue of United States notes like those 
authorized in 1862 (now called greenbacks) 
to an amount not exceeding seventy millions, 
to pay for the construction of the Nicaragua 
Canal. This issue would .probably increase 
the currency at a rate of about ten millions 
a year for seven years. 

‘We can use any available coin on hand 
to take up matured bonds, and replace the 
coin so used with paper money. I have in- 
troduced a bill during this Congress to pro- 
vide in this way for the payment of the Z per 
cent bonds now outstanding, payable at the 
option of the government and amounting to 
about twenty-five million dollars.’’

didates Plentiful. 

Aurora, Ill., Aug. 24.—{Specia!.]—The Popo- 
cratic county convention met this afternoon 
at Geneva for the purpose of electing dele- 
gates to the Congressional convention of the 
Eighth District, which meets in Aurora to- 
day. The only interesting thing about the 
affair is the fact that the delegates were in- 
structed to vote for 8. N. Hoover of Aurora, 
who has been put forward as a candidate 
for Congress by the silver Republicans, Mr. 
Hoover probably will be nominated and wil! 
stump the district. 

Although the Republican majority in the 
district at the last election Was 11,000, the 
silver men actually profess to believe that 
they can overcome it and retire Congressman 
Hlopkins to private life.

| New Warship’s Average 20.07 Kuots 


Per Hour for 83 Knots on the Pre- 
liminary Trial Trip. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 24.—The new United 
States cruiser Brooklyn was given a prelim- 
inary trial under forced draft over the 
official course between Cape Ann and Cape 
Porpoise today. The average speed for the 
round trip of 883 knots was 20.07 knots an 
hour, @ very satisfactory performance, al! 
things considered. The contract calls for 
a speed of 20 knots an hour in a run of four 
ccnsecutive hours. For each quarter knot 
above this a speed premium of 850,000 is 
allowed the builders. It is believed that on 
the official trial on Wednesday a speed of 
21% knots will be recorded, in which event 
the ship will earn for the Cramps the hand- 
some bonus of $300,000. 

Today’s conditions of wind and sea were 
absolutely perfect for the trial. There was 
only a slight breeze blowing and the water 
was as smooth as glass. On the trip up the 
course, with the tide against the ship, the 
distance of 41144 knots was accomplished at 
the rate of 20.66 knots an hour, exactly the 
speed of the cruiser New York on its pre- 
liminary trial over the same course four 
years ago. Without slacking speed the 
Brooklyn made a_ wide turn and started 
back. On this trip thé engineers were able 
to get more speed out of it, ing 21.28 
knots an hour. This brought the mean aver- 
age for the round trip up to 20.97 knots an 
hour, or a trifie less than 21 knots an hour. 

For about two miles the average was 22% 
knots. The engines worked beautifully, not 
a drop of water being used on the bearings. 
The highest number of revolutions was 135

SAYS FORMAN IS ANGRY. 


ALTGELD REFUSES TO BE INTER- 
VIEWED ON THE CHARGES. 


Says There Is No Truth in the Ex-Con- 
gressman’s Statements,’ but De- 
clins to Discuss Them in Detail— 
Cuts a Reporter Short Who Tries to 
Read One of the Questions to Him 
and Says That He Does Not Wish to 
Hear Them. 


Denver, Colo., Aug. 24.—[Special.]}—Among 
the passengers on the east-bound Burling- 
ton train leaving this city tonight was Gov. 
Altgeld of Illinois, who has been passing 
a few days at Colorado Springs. Just before 
the train moved out the Governor’s attention 
was called to ex-Congressman Forman’s 
open letter wherein the former is asked 
a number of pointed questions about al- 
leged handling of State funds. 

‘‘ Governor, regarding the charges made 
against you-—’”’ 

‘* Charges by whom?” asked the Governor, 
curtly. 

‘By ex-Congressman Forman, who has 
written you an open letter regarding what 
he alleges to have been the questionable 
handling of Illinois State funds.”’ 

“T have heard something about it,” re- 
turned Mr. Altgeld. 

‘What do you think of them? 
true? ’’ 

‘* Not a word of truth In it.”’ 

The reporter endeavored to read one of 
the questions in Forman’s letter, but was 
cut short by the Governor, who declared 
he did not wish to hear it or any of them. 

“But you say there fs no truth in his

statements, Governor. 

‘‘No truth in his statements. He js mad. 
That is all,” said Gov. Altgeld, taking a 
seat. ‘‘I have not considered the letter at 
all. Haven't paid any attention to it. When 
I get home I will have time to consider the 
matter, but not till then, and I do not wish 
to be interviewed on the subject.” 

Hinrichsen Puts In a Denial, 

Springfield, Ill., Aug. 24.—[Special.]—Secre- 
tary Hinrichsen arrived in the city this even- 
ing from Chicago, where he visited the na- 
tional headquarters of the silver Democrats 
and had a conference with the leaders. Mr. 
Hinrichsen said he had been too busy to read 
the Forman letter, and did not even take 
time to go through it on the train. He had, 
however, he said, been apprised of its con- 
tents by his friends, and he desired to say 
that the statements made in the letter con- 
cerning himself were false. 

‘‘]T have paid little attention to the charges 
made by Mr. Forman,’’ said Hinrichsen. 
‘‘He has simply taken up a lot of charges 
that have been made by Republicans for 
some time, according to what I learn re- 
garding his letter. To these he has added 
inferences that he probably drew from the 
indefinite hints that have been given from 
time to time in a Chicago paper, and which 
were calculated to lead to the impression 
that there was something wrong about Gov.

POSTOFFICE CORNER STONE 15 TAPPED, 


Abram Harris, the Wrecker, Makes a 
Discovery That Appears to Be Sen- 
sational Until It Is Explained. 


Abram Harris, manager of the Chicago 
House Wrecking company, in charge of the 
old Postoffice, made a discovery yesterday 
whose sensational features were dissipated 
by investigation. The workmen in tearing 
down the annax uncovered a section of the 
flooring at the northeast corner of the main 
building. There was a gaping hole in the big 
corner-stone and a mass of broken stone lay 
on the ground. 

Mr. Harris then realized that the corner- 
stone had been tapped and the box deposited 
in it taken out. In a short time the rumor 
spread about the government offices that the 
corner-stone had beenrobbed It was known 
to have contained a number of unsigned 
Treasury notes. Inquiry was made at the 
Subtreasury to ascertain if any unsigned 
notes had been presented for redemption 
since the annex was built. 

Mr. Phelps, the assistant Treasurer, quick- 
ly destroyed the sensational feature of the 
affair by saying that he had the copper box 
as hermetically sealed as the day the stone 
was laid, and that it reposed for safe keep- 
ing in his vaults, to be reset in the new build- 
ing. 

xeorge Denier, the last custodian of the 
old building by instructions from Washing- 
ton had taken out the copper box last spring 
when the Postoffice was vacated and placed 
it in the care of the Subtreasury. 

The corner-stone was laid on St. John’s 
day, June 24, 1874, by the Masonic Frater- 
nity, and the occasion was made an im- 
posing one. Gen. James W. Forsythe of the 
United States army, now stationed at San 
Francisco, was the Grand Marshal of the 
big parade, in which participated all the 
local commanderies of the Knights Tem- 
plar, Masonic lodges, Odd-Feliows, Knights 
of Pythias, government employés, labor 
unions, schoo! children, and the Fire De- 
partment.

Rio Janeiro, Aug. 24.—Numerous conflicts 
are reported to have occurred between the 
Brazilians and the Italians in San Paulo on 
Saturday and Sunday, and the agitation still 
continues, 

It is believed the Brazilian Government will 
withdraw the exequatur from the Italian 
Consul, whom the newspapers accuse of sup- 
pcrting the Itallans in their agitation. -Sim- 
ilar manifestations and scenes of disorder 
are expected here in'the near future. The 
Brazilian Chamber of Deputies has rejected 
the protocol arranged for in the settlement 
of the claims of the Italians who suffered in

INSURGENTS STORM THE FORTS. 
Troops Try to Protect the Villagers 
and a Fight Follows. 

Havana, Aug. 24.—Dispatches |. received 
here from Holguin, Province of Santiago de 
Cuba, announce that a force of 2,000 insur- 
gents, under Calixto Garcia, has attacked 
the forts of Banes, a town situated near the 
coast in the northern part of the Holguin 
district. The insurgents, it is added, have 
twice called upon the garrisons of the forts 
to surrender, but the latter have refused to 
do so. The troops, however, were unable 
to prevent the insurgents from burning the 
Villages of Carbonico and Lama, in that 
vicinity. The latest advices received at Hol- 
guin from Banes stated that Calixto had 
placed two field pieces on the heights about 
that place, and that Col. Ceballos, with a 
force of troops, protected by a gunboat, 
has had a severe engagement with Calixto’s 
forces. Details of this encounter have not 

been received as this dispatch is sent. 

Official reports confirm the statement that 
the insurgent leader Chongo Rivero and

amas. In the same fight the insurgent lead- 
er Benitz and twenty-three insurgents were 
wounded.

AVERTS GERMANY’S CABINET CRISIS. 


Emperor Accedes to the Wishes of 
Hohenlohe. 

London, Aug. 25.—The Berlin correspond-

‘‘The danger of a Cabinet crisis and ths 
resignation of Chancellor Hohenlohe seems 
to have been averted by the statement of the 
Reichsanzciger that Emperor William de- 
sires a bill to be drawn up and submitted to 
the Bundesrath relative to reform in the 
criminal procedure of the army. This ac- 
ceptance of a measure along the lines of the 
recent speeches of Prince. Hohenlohe indi- 
cates that the steady pressure of public sen- 
timent has resulted in the defeat of the trre- 
sponsible military coterie whose growing 
influence in the highest quarters had threat- 
ened to render the imperial Chancellor’s po- 
sition untenable.”’

Impelled by the fear of insanity, Miss 
Josie Halloran, No. 543 Wright street, at- 
tempted to end her life last night by jumping 
into the lake at the foot of Fifty-ninth street.

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ALTGELD AND THE STATE FUNDS. 
The open letter from ex-Congressman 
Forman to Gov, Altgeld, published in yes- 
terday’s papers, will supply the latter with 
many opportunities for rushing into print 
with explanations if he feels able to make 
them. 

Some of the charges made by Mr. Forman 
are new. Others are old, but are made ina 
more specific and circumstantial form. 
Thus the question was asked some months 
ago whether there were not Altgeld due bills 
in the vaults of the State Treasurer when 
Ramsay died. 

Mr. Forman charges now that Ramsay 
stated repeatedly to’ his friends that Alt- 
geld was a borrower of State funds. He 
charges also that at the time of Ramsay's 
death there were in the State Treasury 
yaults due bills of Altgeld, or of Lanehart, 
his relative and business associate, for from 
$50,000: to $60,000 for State money bor- 
rowed, and on which no interest was paid, 
while others who borrowed from Ramsay 
did pay interest. 

Forman goes on with the story thus: | 
You sealed the vaults as you were compelled 
to do by law, and then started your friends out 
over the State to raise sufficient money to take up 
your due bills, or the due bills of John W. Lane- 
hatt, before the Treasury Vaults should be opened 


to the public. 

Mr. Hinrichsen has told so many 
you asked him to raise $25,000 for this purpose 
that it is no longer any secret, and I violate no 
confidence in mentioning it. I 
That he did proceed to Jacksonville and con 
vey from there to the City of Springfield $25,000 
for this purpose there can be no reasonable doubt. 
That the check of Mr. Durfee, your Insurance 
Commissioner, was deposited for $30,000 for the 
same purpose cannot be questioned. 

This is new and interesting matter, Can- 
not Hinrichsen be persuaded to tell from 
whom he got the money—whether it be- 
longed to some State institution or was 
loaned by some accommodating bank? 
But whether Hinrichsen talks or not Alt- 
geld should do so. He cannot complain of 
the vagueness of the charges made how. 

Mention Was made long ago of the fact 
that in December, 1894, Altgeld tried to 
borrow on Unity Building stock funds be- 
longing to State institutions which were in 
Anna and Lincoln banks. Mr. Forman 
throws new light on these transactions by 
suggesting that it was necessary to repay 
the temporary loans which had been made 
through Hinrichsen and others a month be- 
fore, 

Mr. Forman reviews the testimony given 
by both Lanehart and Altgeld before the 
legislative committee. The former said 
he had had business relations with Ram 
say, but declined to state whether he had 
ever borrowed any State money of him. 
Altgeld testified Lanehart was not a bor- 
rower. But that was about all he did know. 
As Forman puts it: 

You do not remember just what was found in 
the vaults. 

You do not remémber that the vaults were 
opened between the time you affixed the seal after 
athe death of the Treasurer and the opening in 
public before the Auditar.

The President of a Chicago savings bank 
of which Altgeld was Vice-President was 
President of a State institution, $170,000 of 
the funds of which was deposited {a his

Much of this money was either in that bank on 
deposit or loaned to you or your friends at a time 
when the State was borrowing money with which 
to run its institutions, and paying a high rate of 
interest therefor. 

As u consequence the State had to borrow 


funds to run its institutions with. Forman 


states: 

Il know that vou have borrowed, itn order to run 
your State institutions, hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, and, in one instance, 1 Know where you 
were uhabie to borrow anywhere in Hilinois and 
you did succeed in getting $80,000 from St. Louis 
banks: that you pala 7 per cent interest for the 
sume: now, sinee the law requires that every item 
of State expense shall be paid out of appropria- 
tions provided by the Legislature, I would like 
to ask you out of what appropriation you have 
paid the thousands of dollars of interest, or, to 
be more explicit, under what appropriation do 
you propose to cover it up? It seems that you are

ALTGELD AND THE OGDEN GAS. 

Ex-Congressman Forman calls on Gov, 
Altgeld to explain his veto of the frontage 
bill, which provided the Council should not 
grant a franchise to a gas company unless 
the owners of more than half the frontage 
pétitioned for it. This was called a boodle 
bill by Altgeld. 

The man who went to Springfield and re- 
mained. there through the session working 
for this bill was Altgeld’s relative and busi- 
ness associate, Lanehart. He was at th: 
head of the Ogden Gas company, Which had 
recently secured a franchise. 

At that time negotiations were pending 
forthe purchase of that franchise by the gas 
trust, conditioned on the passage’ of the 
frontage bill. For the gas people believed 
its enactment would put an end to the grant- 
ing of speculative franchises’ by the Council. 

Mr. Forman usserts that if Lanehart had 
known Altgeld was going to veto this bill 
he would have gone home and not solicited 
votes for it. But he remained and got the 
measure throtigh both Houses, only to see 
it vetoed. -Forman would like to know why 
it was yvetoed—whether the negotiations as 
to the purchase of the franchise failed or 
whether Altgeld was afraid to sign it. 

Since the Governor is interested in th: 
Ogden Gas company, and is a member of 
the Board of Directors, Mr. Forman thinks 
he. must be familiar with all the facts, and 
suggests that he make such explanation as 
will “‘ convinee your admirers that you are 
above suspicion.” 

This is a very reasonable request. Wiil 
Altgeld hasten to comply with it when he 
returns’? 


NEAT COMES IRREDEEMABLE SCRIP. 

Hugh C. Wallace the Democratic Na- 
tional Committeeman for the State of 
Washington, is a‘believer in honest money, 
and therefore has refused to act with the 
Popocrats. In his letter. to Chairman 
Jones tendering his resignation he says: 

Unrestricted and independent coinage, then, 
would carry us to the silver basis. But the dif- 
ficulty of maintaining ovr paper currency at 
parity with silver money, then sunk to its metal 
value, would be as great as that of now maintain- 
ing it at parity with gold: perhaps even greater. 
Unless we should embark on the sea of irredeema- 
ble and worthless paper there would be no éscrape 
from the necessity of maintaining a heavy silver 
reserve, and this reserve could be obtained only 
by the sale of bonds—the very method so furiously 
denounced when employed for maintenance of the 
gold reserve. 

This is a restatement of a point which 
has been made by THe Trisunr. After 
a drop to the silver standard the only coin 
in which the greenbacks would be redeem- 
able would be silver dollars. For no per- 
son denies that the Treasury would be 
drained of its gold almost immediately 
after Bryan's election, and could get no 
more, 

But where is the Treasury to get the sil- 
ver with which to redeem the 346 millions 
of greenbacks when tendered for redemp- 
tion? It has no silver reserve, It has only 
a comparatively small number of silver dol- 
lars which it can use for redemption pur- 
poses. It cannot use tlie dollars against 
which silver certificates have been issued, 
for those dollars belong to the holders of 
the certificates. 

It will be necessary to hate a silver re- 
serve if the greenbacks are to be kept at 
silver par. But how is that reserve to be 
created by a party which announces it is 
“ opposed to the issuing of interest-bearing 
bonds of the United States in times of 
peace’? The sile of bonds is the only way 
in which an adequate reserve can be se- 
cured. 

There would be no specie redemption of 
the greenbacks, and consequently they 
would be Jess valuable than the 653-cent 
silver dollar. When they began to depre- 
ciate the Popocrats and Populists would

appreciated.” But when the price of any 
farm product rises, not one of these ora- 
tors announces regretfully that “ gold is 
depreciating.” He accounts for the rise 
in price by the shortness of the crop. 

From 1801 to 1895 the potato crop of 
this country averaged about 171 nfillion 
bushels a year. hat was not enough to 
supply the home demand, and large quan- 
tities were imported. The farmers got 
high prices for their potatoes in spite of the 
low price of silver. 

Since the prices were so good more pota- 
toes were planted last year and this year, 
and since nature was good-natured the 
crops were very heavy. It is estimated this 
year’s yield will be 256 million bushels, 
As a conse- 
quence prices have dropped. The supply 
exceeds the demand, 

As a further consequence George I’red 
Williams has taken the stump to open the 
eves of the farmers of Massachusetts to the 
deadly effect of the “ appreciation of gold” 
on the selling value of their potatoes. This 
shows how free silverism can convert an 
intelligent man into a donkey. 

When potatoes were scarce they sold for 
more than they do now when they are 
plentiful. That is a self-evident proposi- 
tion to everybody except a crazy free sil- 
verite. The fruit crop is a large one this 
year and hence prices are low. The fruit- 
growers do not lay the blame to the gold 
standard, for they have too much sense. 

For the five years. preceding 1895 the 
corn crop of the United States, about one- 
half of it grown in the seven States of 
Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio, and Missouri, averaged 1,602 million 
bushels. Last year’s crop was 2.151 mill- 
ion bushels, and it is estimated that this 
year’s will be 2.235 million bushels. 

Necessarily this increased production 
must have an effect upon the price of corn, 
since that cereal is not exported as wheat 
is, but is transformed at home into lard, 
bacon, and other hog products. The prices 
of those commodities must be expected, 
other things being equal, to decline. 

The demand for hog products has in- 
creased enormously, the export having 
averaged 1,076 million pounds for the last 
six years, as against ninety-nine million 
pounds in 1870. But even with no decrease 
in the demand the cheaper cost of produc- 
tion, due to cheaper corn, results in a lower 
price, 

Nevertheless the farmers will be told this 
month and next thousands of times that 
corn and hog products bring so little be- 
cause “gold has ‘appreciated? and has 
“absorbed the value” of those products. 
The farmers, with the crop figures before 
their eyes, must know better. 
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BRYAN PROVED TO BE EXACTLY WRONG. 

Mr. Bryan’s statement in Madison 
Square Garden that the rates of trans- 
portation on the railroads since 1873 had 
not declined as much as the value of the 
products they carry has evoked another 
econvineing denial from Mr. Henry W. 
Poor, the widely known statistician. In 
proof of Mr. Bryan's gross inaccuracy Mr. 
Poor subniits a tabulation of the pertinent 
figures taken from official sources showing 


that in the time referred to the tonnage 


handled by the railroads of the country has 
inereased more than four-fold, while the 
rate per ton per mile for that service now 
is only. about one-third the rate of 1873.

Much Surprise—Brady Has Too 
Many Theatrical Ventures—Final 
Arrangements for the Big Match 
Postponed Until Thursday. 


New York, Aug. 24:—[Special.}—There 
were a host of sports present in a down- 
town newspaper office this afternoon, where 
it was expected arrangements would be 
completed for the coming fight between 
‘“ Jim.”’ Corbett and *‘ Tom" Sharkey. Dan 
J.. Lynch appeared early to look ‘after 
Sharkey’s interests. Neither Corbett nor 
“ Billy’ Brady was present, but in their 
stedd came Sam Thall, who said “ Corbett 
will not be able to appear, as he left early 
in the day for Baltimore.” 

After considerable discussion it was de- 
cided to postpone the meeting until Thurs- 
day afternoon, when both Corbett and 
Sharkey will be present. The talk ofa large 
purse was also gone into, but there were no 
persons present to bid, Dan Stuart failing to 
appear. Up to Cate the National Athietio 
club of San Francisco appears to have a 
gilt-edged mortgage on the fight, as theirs 
was both the first and largest bid—$20,000 

The true significance of the meeting came 
when Sam Thall officially announced that 
‘“ Billy ’’ Brady had severed his connection 
with Corbett as manager, and in the future 
the latter would attend to his own pugilstic 
affairs. Thall also stated he was instructed 
to claim the heavy-weight championship 
for Corbett and the Fox belt, from the fact 
that Fitzsimmons had refused to cover the 
forfeit posted some months ago. The mat- 
ter was settled in less than two minutes by 
Sam Austin, to whom it was referred, and 
Corbett was then and there recognized as 
the ‘‘champion,’’ while Bob Fitzsimmons 
and his claims were totally ignored It was 
decided to add a clause to the Sharkey-Cor- 
bett articles of agreement, terming the battle 
to be “‘ for the heavy-weight championship 
of the world and the belt emblematic of the 


same.” 

There was considerable speculation and 
gossip as to the real reason for Billy Brady 
and Corbett spatting, and there, were those 
who intimated that there had been a serious 

iscussion between them in reference to 
financial affairs, but fhese rumors were put 
to rest when Brady was seen at his office 
later in the day. 

‘Corbett and I had a long talk last week, 
When we decided to part,’”’ said Brady. ** We 


‘are just as friendly as ever, and I think Cor- 


bett is the whitest man I ever met, as well 
as being the greatest fighter.in the world. 
The reason we parted is just this: I have 
twelve theatrical enterprises on my hands, 
and if I took part in Corbett’s fights I would 
naturally have to travel around the country 
to protect my money and interests. You can 
say that Corbett will hereafter attend to all 
his own affairs in the future and will not 
have any new manager.” 

When Bob Fitzsimmons was told about ths 
demand of Corbett’s representative he 
laughed and said: *‘ Whatdolcare? That 
tin belt don’t decide any fights. John L, 
Sullivan called it a dog collar and would not 
own it: still it didn’t make him less a cham- 
pion. When I fight I don’t want belts; I 
want money.”

IDEAL PARK TO BE OPEN SATURDAY 


Rapid Work Turns Cornflields toe a 
Complete Race Track. 
Preparations for the building of a new 
racing track in Wisconsin, within easy dis- 
tance of Chicago, have been urfder way for 
several weeks past, ard after any amount 
of hard work and a lavish expenditure of 
money on the part of the backers of the 
affair much has been done, and the new 
track, complete from paddock to betting- 
room, will be open and ready for business 
next Saturday afternoon, when the bell 

rings for the inaugural race. . 

The ‘Ideal Park” race track, which is 
the rather fetching title the managers have 
chosen for their new venture, is located in 
Kenosha County, Wis., forty-seven miles 
from Chicago, and just 2 feet 4inches across 
the State line. : 

Work on the grounds and buildings was be- 
gun on Aug. 10, and in this comparatively 
short timé what was formerly a cornfield 
has been transformed into one of the finest 
racing grounds in the West. Five hundred 
and fifty men with 260 teams have been kept 
constantly at work, 150,000 cubic yards of 
dirt has been taken out, and the turns and 
stretches of the mile track hhve been graded. 

The grand stand ts 165 feet long by 75 feet 
wide, and will hold 5,000 persons. Two 
thousand chairs have been ordered, and ‘the 
rest will be accommodated on the steps in 
front. One of the best features is the placing 
of the press-box on the roof of the stand 
directly over the finish. A large betting- 
room and a bar and restaurant are placed 
on the floor below. 

Including the ground occupied by the 500 
stabies eighty-seven acres are {nclosed in 
all, but directly across the railroad are forty 
more, where the kitchens and cottages for 
the racing men are being constructed. 

The railroad running to-it has laid five 
extra switches capable of holding 200 cars at 
the station, and a broad walk 1,000 feet long 
leads to the entrance of the grounds. 

Racing will begin on Aug. 29, and continue 
until Nov. 30.

A picturesque little cotmage, which is an | 


old farm house remodeled, stands near the 
Adirondack camp, and will be used by Mr. 


Whitney and his bride whenever it is rainy | 


or the weather is unfavorable for staying in 
the tents. The water supply is furnished to 
the house and other buildings from a spring 
so cold that no ice is needed, about three 
hundred yards from the house. It will be 
pumped up into a water tower 100 feet high, 


running water all over the buildings, but to

no trouble about having good drainage, as it 
is down hill in every direction from where 
the house stands. 

The whole place has been transformed 
within ten days. There are now about three 
hundred men at work getting everything in 
readiness. They are divided into three gangs 
and work eight hours each, day and night. 
The men are paid double wages and boarded. 
The skilled workmen who work nights are 
paid even more. They eat and sleepin large 
tents erected for the purpose. 

There has been some talk of building a 
private road from the house to the Lenox 
station, which would wind through a very 
picturesque mountain wilderness. It will be 
carefuily laid out by engineers, so as to avoid 
the steep grades, and will extend through 
the tract of country for about five miles.

Seven-year-old Alfna Carlson, Ne. 186

girl friends she innocently darted into the 
Street, directly in front of a north-bound 
Lincoln avenue cable train. 

She was fearfully mangled by the wheels 
and her life fled in an instant. Men and 
women, of whom there were throngs near by, 
averted their faces from the awful sight. 
The two little girl friends were hysterical 
with grief. 

The lifeless body was taken home in an 
ambulance. The bearers found the house 
locked, The mother, the only support of the 
family, was away at work. Finally friends 
got in and laid the body on a lounge. 

Wearied with a day’s work, the mother re- 
turned in the evening. Her sorrow over her 
dead baby was the piteous climax to one 
day’s scene in a city tenement district.

J. W. Meeker and EF. M. Hinds, after being 
taken to the Chicago Avenue Police Station 
and telling their stories, were released.

PATTERN FOR AN ELEVEN GORED SKIRT 


Designed Especially for Silks and 
and Satins, Combining Grace with 
Lasting Perfection of Shape. 


The most satisfactory way of making hand- 
some skirts of silk and satin is with 
several gores, so cach gore can be cut out of 
one breadth of the material in one piece. 
Where fewer gores are used they are of 
necessity wider, and the silk or satin must 
be pieced out to get the width. 

A skirt which is six and one-half yards 
round the foot and has eleven gores is shown

Perhaps it has been too much taken for 
granted in this column that its readers un- 
derstand the science of omelet making. For 
the benefit of amateurs, whom we have al- 
ways with us, the following directions are 
given: Beat three eggs lightly with about « 
dozen strokes of the beater or egg whip; 
stir in a teaspoonful each of finely minced 
parsley, chives, and shallot or onion, with 
salt and pepper, the latter red, black, o- 
white, as you may prefer. Melt an ounce of 
butter in a scrupulously clean omelet pan 
that has been desecrated by no other uses, 
and when it ceases bubbling pour in the egg. 
Slip the knife under here and there until it 
begins to set, when, with a broad bladed 
knife, fold it into a sort of pocketbook shape 
and turn out on toa hot dish. The trouble 
with most American omelets is tha: the cook 
does not take into consideration the fact that 
eggs cook after they leave the pan, and so 
they are too often cooked too long and 
toughened into leather. 

Beef sandwiches—lor hot weather break- 
fasts there are few things more appetizing 
than properly made sandwiches. The trouble 
is, however, that sandwiches are very sei- 
dom properly made. Have ready some very 
thinly sliced bread, which must be spread 
with mustard butter (that is, butter rubbed 
smooth with French mustard), on this lay 
the thinnest slice of rare beef and cover with 
sliced and seasoned cucumbers, laying a sec- 
ond slice of bread on top. Cut in fillets one 
by two inches and pile on a snowy napkin. 

Beet salad—Boil some medium sized beets 
until very tender; peel and, while hot, hoi- 
low out into a sort of cup shape; when cold 
fill these with a macedoine of any kind of 
cold cooked vegetables mixed with mayon- 
naise. Or, they may be filled with diced 
cucumber and minced onion; in short, these 
beet cups can be filled with any one of a 
dogen different and tempting salad mixtures. 

Fruit punch—A delicious ¢ipple at lunch 
can be made by the housekeeper who has a 
store of fruit sirups, or even jellies. Make 
a weak lemonade and fiaver to taste with 
melted grape jelly, or with currant shrub or 
raspberry vinegar, or with a mixture of 
flavors. The water may be omitted and 
vichy or any siphon mineral water used 
in its stead. 

A new way of cooking mackerel-is to lari 
them with anchovies and eels; stew in wine 
and broth with vegetables for thirty min- 
utes: dish, thicken the sauce, and pass it 
through a sieve over the fish.

The early cable 
made Liverpool 1d higher all around, and 
Berlin advices backed up an early story 
emanating from the East to the effect cereals 
were a general failure in Russia, especially 
in the Kherson @istricts of Southern Russia, 
where a faminé was feared. The Berlin 
market was %@% mark up.

Fruits, Vegetables, and Poultry’ in 
Abundance at Low Prices. 


Fruit receipts fell off materially from Michigan 
yesterday and better prices were the rule for 
peaches and apples. The Michigan grower has 
been losing on recent shipments and has decided 
to keep common stock at home. This had a 
tendency to raise the quality of peaches offered 
and better prices were obtained. It was suggested 
by a Michigan farmer on the street yesterday that 
there would be much more profit in the business 
if the growers would strip their tre.s and reduce 
the crop at least one-half. This would result in 
larger fruit and would lessen the expenses, ail 
around while bringing twice or even three times 
as much for the supply. There has been little diffi- 
culty in disposing of the better grades of peaches, 
even when the market was flooded with the heavy 
shipments from half a dozen States. Yesterday’s 
prices were 10@15c per basket. 

Melons were received in large quantities and had 
a slow sale. The demand is confined almost en- 
tirely to the city, and consumption is not equal to 
the receipts. Baskets of choice gems, containing 
of a bushel, sold for 25c, and several 
other varieties brought less. Many pacemges of 
plums were on the street with no sale, It was 
thought much of the supply would not be disposed 
of atall. Vegetables continue in great abundance. 
The quality was never Known to be better and 
prices are down to almost nothing. To any vege- 
tarian the present market, is a °' snap ‘’* which 
comes only once in a dozen years.

NO STATEMENT AT HAND. 


GOVERNING COMMITTEE HAS A FIVE- 
: MINUTE SESSION. 


—_—--- 


Diamond Match Company Said to Have 
Promissory Notes Outstanding—Its 
Operations More Extensive than at 
First Reported—Speculation as to 
Character of the Surplus—Demands 
That the Exchange Be Reopened— 
Sterling Exchange Easy. 


If the special committee selected to inves- 
tigate the affairs of the Moore brothers and 
of the two industrial companies involved 
by them is not expeditious it will have but 


little tosubmit to the Stock Exchange brokers, 


which sthey have not already learned from 
less friendly sources. The statement that 


the Diamond Match company and the New, 


York Biscuit company are involved as cor- 
porations should have come from the com- 
mittee if that body is to escape insinuation 
that it is more active in suppressing than in 
making public information of vital interest 
to all parties concerned. lt now appears 
that the statement which was couched-in 
the mildest form possible will be supplement- 
ed by further information more sensational 
in character. The people who are most deep- 
ly interested in the failure have been con- 
vinced that excuses and explanations which 
do not explain are not in order and are in- 
dulging in some decidedly warm talk. The 
unofficial statement of a few days ago ex- 
plained that the Diamond Match company 
as a corporation had been involved to the ex- 
tent of purchasing 14,0U00 shares of its own 
stock and had used as margins $700,000 of 
iis own surplus. 

The worst is being broken to the mourners 
gently and on the installment plan. The 
epeculations of the Diamond Match com- 
peny were to the extent of 17,000 shares, or 
3,000 shares more than first anounced. This 
discrepancy between the original anounce- 
ment and the condition of affairs ag it ex- 
ists is, however, unimportant by comparlson 
with the one bélieved to exist with reference 
to the money used in margins. ‘[o have lost 
$700,000 out of an actual bona fide surplus 
would have beem bad enough, but it is now 
stated on good authority that the notes of 
the company are outstanding for $785,000 
borrowed and used as margins in speculative 
operations. 


Match Company’s Outstanding Notes. 


If an actual bona fide surplus had been 
exhausted to the extent of $700,000 it would 
have been sufficiently unpleasant for stock- 
holders, but now it appears that whatever 
the condition of the surplus may be the com- 
pany will have obligations of $785,000 to 
meet on its speculative ** side line’’ account, 
Just how any such indebtedness was author- 
ized no one appears to know. After the re- 
cent revelations it will not be surprising to 
learn that these were some of the matters 
arranged over the telephone without any 
particular deliberation. The records do not 
show satisfactory authority, and some of 
the people who are said to have been con- 
sulted deny that they had any idea of what 
was going on. The statement regarding the’ 
outstanding notes will start investigation in 
many directions, and particularly as to the 
character of the surplus. The last state- 
ment showed this surplus to be $907,000. The 
question of what it was in and what it rep- 
resented will be in order. A man closely 
identified with the company said yesterday: 
**It must be a pretty looking surplus when 
the company’s notes have to go out to make 
any of it avalilable.’’ 

No explanation purporting to be satis- 
factory has been offered in excuse of the 
action of Moore brothers in involving the 
Diamond Match company, but it has been 
intimated that the negotiations pending for 
bakery property gave them a sort of warrant 
for using the funds of the Biscuit company 
to buy Biscuit stock. The people who are 
offering this explanation in good faith are 
evidently not posted on the financial condl- 
tion of the company. The atuhorized capl- 
tal of the company is $10,000,000, while 
$9,000,000 only has been issued. If stock 
had been needed to turn in on purchases of 
bakeries the officers of the company had it 
in the treasury to the amount of $1,000,000 
without tndulging itn operations which might 
at least lay them Hable to criticism. 

With such developments the Chicago 
Stock Exchange brokers will be apt to criti- 
cise the special committee and the Govern- 
ing committee of the exchange, which met 
at 3 o’clock and adjourned, or rather took a 
recess, to Wednesday without any action 
whatever. Great things were expected of 
this,meeting. The two committees, men- 
tioned were to be present, as well as the 
principal. creditors of Moore brothers, a full 
statement of the two companies was to be 
submitted,.and, equally important, some 
definite action was to be taken regarding 
opening the exchange. 

Governing Committee’s Short Session. 


The meeting did not last more than five 
minutes, no statement was forthcoming, and 
as no one had anything to suggest or to say 
a recess was taken until tomorrow, when 
the delayed statement is promised. There 
was absolutely nothing developed at yester- 
day’s meeting. This is exasperating to the 
people who believe that if the exchange is to 
be reopened it should be reopened ‘before the 
endof this month. Even the people who would 
naturally be expected to be found fighting 
for delay say now that reasonable time for 
fixing up the fences has been provided and 
that it is time to think of reopening the ex- 
change and getting back on a business basis. 
There has been so much discussion of the 
question of reopening the Stock Exchange 
that it is no wonder some preposterous prop- 
ositions have been advanced. One of the 
wildest of these has been for the Governing 
committee to order a postponement of de- 
liveries. The ‘Governing committee might 
as well assume to fix a price at which settie- 
ments of contract in Diamond Match, New 
York Biscuit, or any other security should 
be made. 

The New York Clearing-House Loan com- 
mittee met at 11 o’clock yesterday morning 
and adjourned without taking any action. 


There have so -far been no aplications for 


certificates aside fiom the formal one made 
by the Bank of Commerce. The committee 
will meet daily except Saturdays to receive 
applications. Banks applying will be charged 
1-16 per cent commission and 6 per cent 
interest. The bank statement on Saturday 
put a little different aspect on the situation. 
The decrease in surplus reserve was small. 
When clearing-house certificates were last 
issued in 1898 the reserve was reduced to 
about $2,000,000, whereas, it Is now more 
than $9,000,000. At the same time deposits 
were reduced to $374,010,100. They are now 
$458,933,509. In June, 1893, also, there were 
numerous banks that were deemed shaky, 
while at present the banks were never 
stronger, and any issuance of certificates 
will not be made to assist the banks, where- 
as it might enable some of them to assist 
their customers. 

The amounts of money on deposit at the 
banks at times that clearing house certifi- 
cates have heretofore been authorized, to- 
gether with the total amounts of the issues 
during the critical periods, are as follows:

London dis- 
patches of recent date have indicated a belief 
abroad that the exchange syndicate is still 
in active operation and that the break in ex- 
change is to be attributed to its efforts. This 
is a misunderstanding, for to all intents and 
purposes the syndicate is not in existence. 
It is not short exchange and its members are 
not manipulating the market.

RECEIVER FORTHE MONON 


F'RESIDENT THOMAS, FEARING AT- 
TACHMENT, SECURES ONE. 


Beattyville Railroad Bonds Cause the 


Trouble and Attachment Is Avoid- | 


ed by Means of This Appeal to the 
Court—General Manager McDeoe!l Is 
Appointed to the Receivership—The 
Road Will Be Managed as It Has 
Been in the Past. 


The Louisville, New Albany and Chicago 
railroad company, better known as the 
“Monon,” was placed in the hands of a re- 
ceiver yesterday. Rumors that the company 
would go into bankruptcy had been current 
for several weeks past, but their truth was 
emphatically denied by President Thomas 
and Vice-President and General Manager 
McDoel, who claimed the road was perfectly 
solvent and doing well. 

The reports that the road would go into 
the hands of a receiver, it was claimed, 
emanated from the bondholders of the Beat- 
tyville railroad in Kentucky, the bonds of 
which the Monon, under the former manage- 
ment of Messrs. Dowd and Carson, had guar- 
anteed. The issue of these bonds, amount- 
ing to $1,185,000, was made in 1889. The 
road was never completed, and the corpora- 
tion, becoming hopelessly insolvent, went 
into the hands of a receiver. The stock- 
holders of the Monon held a meeting and re- 
pudiated the guarantee of the bonds of the 
Kentucky road. 

The holders of the bonds, however, brought 
Suit against the company. In a recent de- 
cision the United States Court of Appeals 
held that the purchasers of the bonds se- 
cured them in good faith, that the Monon 
was responsible for them, and the fact that 
the Kentucky road did not fulfill its agree- 
ment does not release the Monon company 
of its guarantee, The court decreed that the 
holders of the bonds can attach the same. 


He Feared Attachment. 


When this decision was rendered President 
Thomas said the company would take an ap- 
peal. Since then, however, his confidence 
seems to have been shaken, and fearing at- 
tachments from the bondholders of the 
Peattyville road, he decided to let the Monon 
company be placed in the hands of a receiver. 

President Thomas is responsible for the 
statement that if the road was forced into 
bankruptcy the bondholders of the Beatty- 
ville road- would be unable to collect, as the 
first and second mortgages of the Monon 
would have preference and the holders of 
these would buy in the: road and operate it 
again as before. The appointment of Vice- 
President and General Manager McDoel as 
receiver of the company shows that such is 
the object and that the road will remain 
under the present management. 

The bill asking for the appointment of a 
receiver was filed yesterday noon at Indian- 
apolis by John J. Mills of New York through 
his attorney, Henry Crawford. Judgment 
was demanded for the amount of $500,000 al- 
leged to be due because of the non-payment 
of promissory notes issued to him by the 
company. E. C. Field, General Solicitor of 
the Monon, admitted the claims. 
Woods then granted judgment for $494,911.55, 
the exact aggregate of the notes. An exe- 
cution was made on the local manager, and 
return was made “nothing found.’ Mr. 
Crawford then presented a petition for a re- 
ceiver, alleging the insolvency of the road, 
to which the company assented. The pcti- 
tion was granted, Judge Woods appointing 
Mr. McDoel, whose bond was placed at 
$100,000. 

Auxiliary Bill Filed. 

The filing of the receivership bill at Indi- 
anapolis was followed at 6 o’clock last even- 
ing by the filing of an auxillary bill In the 
I'nited States Circuft Court in Chicago. The 
order confirming the apopintment of Mr. 
McDeol as receiver was signed by Judge 
Woods. 

The total amount of the road’s liability is 
given as $15,985,000. The annual fixed 
charges, interest, and taxes are stated at 
$1,200,000, and the revenues of the road have 
fallen off $60,000 a month as compared with 
the business of last year. 

The company owns and controls 537 miles 
of track and 130 miles of siding. The main 
line from New Albany to Michigan City in 
Indiana is 289 miles. The Indianapolis and 
Hammond or Chicago Division is 162 miles 
long. The company owns all the stock of 
the Bedford and Bloomfield railroad compa- 
ny, comprising forty-one miles of track, and 
the stock of the West Baden and~French 
Lick road, eighteen miles. Its holdings in 
Illinois consist of franchises and leases 
over the Chicago and Western Indiana rail- 
road and the Pittsburg, Chicago and St. 
Louis railroed. It also holds leases with the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad and the 
Louisville Bridge company in Kentucky. It 
owns $1,000,000 of the capital stock of the 
Chicago and Western Indiana railroad and 
$240,000 of the capital stock of the Chicago 
Belt railway.

In anticipation of an increased business, 
the bill says, the road has during the last 
year expended about $1,000,000 in improve- 
ments and repairs,- which is a floating in- 
debtedness, and the notes are held by various 
parties. The complainant holding $404,- 
911.35 of this floating indebtedness was given 
a confessed judgment yesterday, and this 
judgment is made the basis of the bill fora 
receiver. 


NEW YORK IS BEING BADLY HURT. 


Baltimore and Montreal,’ 

No open reductions in freight rates have 
yet. been made by the roads running east 
from Chicago to meet the competition of the 
gulf roads, but it is correctly reported that 
the rates are being manipulated by some of 
the lines. The large increase in east-bound 
through shipments by the all-rail lines from 
Chicago last week points to the correctness 
of those reports. The comparatively small 
proportions of the traffic carried by the 
Vanderbilt roads indicate, however, that 
New York is not getting a fair proportion. 

Baltimore and Montreal appear to be the 
favorite Eastern points of export. Even 
without manipulation export freight can be 
shipped to those ports at about 6 cents per 
100 pounds less than to New York. 

Total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
visions from Chicago through to seaboard 
points and for export by the ten east-bound 
roads last week amounted to 42,550 tons, 
against 34,641 tons for the week previous 
and 28,037 tons for the corresponding week 
last year. Flour shipments last week were 
3,733 tons, against 2,275 tons last year; 
grain, 26,072 tons, against 14,575 tons; pro- 
visions, 12,755 tons, against 11,185 tons,
